Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to teach or disclose the restriction means restricts the 

transmission traffic from a first transmission queue of a lowest priority by the PAUSE 
frame received at a time other than the PAUSE time, and restricts the transmission 
traffic from the first transmission queue of the lowest priority and from, in addition to this, 
a second transmission queue having a higher priority than the first transmission queue 
of the lowest priority, by the PAUSE frame received during the PAUSE time, in a 
combination with other recited claimed limitations as set forth in the independent claim.
